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OUR FRONTISPIECE 
HENRY BARTLETT VAN HOESEN

Many men have come into the library 
field through the usual avenues; academic 
degrees, a course in library science at an 
accredited library school, followed by a 
minor position in a college library or the 
control of a small public library. 

In contrast, Henry Bartlett Van Hoesen 
entered the library portals from the teaching 
profession where he had specialized in the 
classics, with emphasis on early writing. 
It was a close step from paleography and 
papyrology to bibliography and book rari- 
ties, and through these kindred channels, 
Dr. Van Hoesen progressed in these forma- 
tive years; studying at Hobart, Princeton, 
Rome and Munich; later teaching classics 
at Princeton and Western Reserve; prepar- 
ing a thesis on Roman Cursive Writing in 
connection with his doctorate at Princeton, 
and eventually becoming curator of manu- 
scripts and rare books in the Princeton 
Library. 


For fourteen years he remained at Prince- 
ton, serving as assistant librarian under Dr. 
Ernest C. Richardson, and later, James 
Thayer Gerould. Then the discerning Dr. 
Koopman saw the value of Van Hoesen, and 
in 1929 he was called to Brown University 
as associate librarian. A year later, H. L. 
Koopman retired and Van Hoesen assumed 
full charge of that well-established library. 

In the intervening years Van Hoesen had 
other duties relating to his newly chosen 
profession. He served for a portion of 1918 
as librarian at Camp Dix, New Jersey. He 
conducted courses in paleography and bibli- 
ography at Princeton and Brown, and spent 
three summers teaching at the University 
of Chicago Library School. 

Dr. Van Hoesen’s writings have been ex- 
tensive in the fields of paleography, bibliog- 
raphy and library science. The Princeton 
University Press in 1915 published Roman 
Cursive Writing, an enlargement of his thesis 
for the doctorate. In 1928 there came from 
the house of Scribner a volume entitled, 
Bibliography, Practical, Enumerative and His- 
torical; prepared by Dr. Van Hoesen with 
the collaboration of Frank K. Walter. In 
the same year, Van Hoesen edited for the 
H. W. Wilson Company a book on Selective 
Cataloging, and in 1930 there appeared in 
the Johns Hopkins Studies in Archaeology 
a volume entitled Papyri in the Princeton 
University Collections, prepared by Dr. Van 
Hoesen in collaboration with Prof. A. C. 
Johnson. 

Numerous book reviews and contributed 
articles from the pen of Dr. Van Hoesen 
have appeared in library periodicals, scien- 
tific bulletins and association journals. 

Dr. Van Hoesen has held many positions 
in the various library organizations, such as 
member of Council of the American Library 
Association, secretary and later president of 
the American Library Institute, president 
of the Rhode Island Library Association, and 
secretary of the Bibliographical Society of 
America. 

So much for the man and his work, and 
now just a few words about his human side. 
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Under all the scholarship and learning, there 
is a keen personality mingled with a fine 
sense of humor, a shrewd knowledge of 
human nature and a discipline of mind 
which makes him a good executive. 

His Dutch and English background stands 
him in good stead, and his sharp barbs of 
wit, tempered a bit by a broad smile, have 
fallen on many an unsuspecting victim. It 
is a sheer delight to watch Van Hoesen when 
a presiding officer flounders, and his tormen- 
tor graciously gives him a breathing spell 
and thus allows said presiding officer to 
save his face. 

In his relations with the faculty at Brown 
and his fellow librarians in the community, 
Van Hoesen has always been friendly and co- 
operative. Dr. Van Hoesen is past president 
of the Faculty Club, and a member of two 
local book clubs. In his work on the Union 
Catalog, a WPA project, he has accom- 
plished much, and has steered his way care- 
fully through the labyrinth of red tape. 

In his search for books to augment the vast 
collection at Brown, he has left no stone 
unturned to find the unusual item which 
so often drifts into a large college library. 
From attic and cellar, from waste basket 
and discard pile, Van Hoesen has gathered 
some real treasures. Acquisitiveness is part 
of his makeup, and in connection with this 
work he is receiving loyal support from the 
Friends of the Library at Brown University, 
a recently-formed group which flourishes 
like the green bay tree. His progressive 
plans for the administration of the library 
have received full support from the Univer- 
sity administration and the Library Com- 
mittee. 

While at Western Reserve he married 
Ruth Sarah Hutchinson— who was at that 
time Dean of Women, and they have three 
daughters.
